Sunday's Accident 


Injures Seven Men 


Louis Petchner, the man most ser- 


'.ously injured of the seven men in the 
automobile that was struck by the Pa- 
cific Electric car last Sunday after- 
noon, was reported yesterday afler; 


noon from the Crocker street hospital, 
to be standing the shock well, although 
his recovery will be very gradual. Pet- 
chner's right leg is broken near the 
hip joint. C. J. I'eterson, another oc- 
cupant of the automobile, has recover- 
ed from the clouded condition of hi 
mind, due to a slight concussion of the 
brain, and according to local physi- 
cians, will 'not suffer serious effects 
of a permanent nature. 
The others 


who were in the machine have only 
bruises and superficial wounds to show 
as a result of the terrible experience. 


The accident was one of the most 


spectacular the valley has ever known. 
C. H. Kistler, a Covina merchant and 
painting contractor, owned the auto- 
mobile, which was a huge, seven-pas- 
senger, eighty horse power machine. 
Kistler bought the machine of a Los 
Angeles dealer for the absurdly low 
sum of $225, the machine being worth 
many times this amount. 
The ma- 


chine was the part of a stock on which 
the dealer had been "stung" which is 
the only reason for the low price of 
the purchase, and was formerly owned 
by Xat Goodwin, the actor. 


The occupants of the car were Louis 


Petchner j..^ sign, painter, C. J. Peter- 
son, L.TAT"MofgaTi, J. W? Tebb, E. A. 
Devilbis, all painters, C. H. Kistler, 
and his clerk, C. P. Borkey. Tebo was 
driving the machine. Mr. Kistler says 
that the automobile was going north 
on Irwindale avenue, and that the Pa- 
cific Electric car was coming from Co- 
vina on the way to Los Angeles. The 
electric car struck the automobile a 
glancing blow, and threw it complete- 
th'rown out, and the machine was car- 
ried further and jammed against a 
pole, where it was completely demol- 
ished. 
Not enough, of the machine 


could be salvaged to be. worth while. 
Machinists who viewed the wreck said 
they never had seen such a complete 
destruction of an automobile. 


Dr. Collins, of the office of Reed & 


Jennings, was summoned to attend to 
the injured men. Petchner was taken 
on the electric car to Los Angeles, 
and the others were treated at their 
homes. 
Peterson 
had been struck, 


either by some flying fragment of the 
machine, or had fallen heavily on his 
head. He was partially unconscious 
for many hours, and very vague and 
flighty in his mind during the next 
day. 
He coughed up some blood from 


the stomach, but after a time seemed 
to be easier, both in mind and body, 
and it is not thought that he is ser- 
iously injured. 


Mr. Kistler says that the automobile 


was bnroly crawling across the track 
at the lime it wns struck. All the men 
in the car were on the lookout for'ft 
possible approach of a car, but a 
curve in the track at this point made 
it impossible to see anything but a 
line of poles. The electric car was be- 
ing driven by William Butler. 


In connection with the accident it 


is recalled that the state railroad com- 
mission recently took up the matter 
of placing automatic signals at all 
intersections with railroads, and that 
these devices have been installed in j 
many places, but none as yet oh the 
Covina line. 


Infantile Paralysis Ap- 


pears In West Govina 


A well-developed case of infantile 


paralysis has been discovered in the 
home of Mr. and Mrs. F. W. Witten- 
brock at the corner of Sunset avenue 
and Arroyo Drive, four miles south- 
west of Covina. Local physicians im- 
mediately summoned experts from Los 
Angeles yesterday, and an absolute 
quarantine was established 
at 
the 


house. 
No person is allowed either 


to enter upon or leave the premises. 


Dr. Thomas J. Orbinson, highest au- 


thority on these canes in Southern 
California, was <he expert summoned. 
He went to the Wittenbrock home 
yesterday afternoon 
and performed 


the operation of drawing the excess 
fluid from the spinal column. 
The 


child is eleven months old and a male. 


Dr. Orbinson, in an interview with 


the Argus yesterday afternoon, stated 
that he believed the child will re- 
cover. He said that .there is no ques- 
tion but thav the disease is communi- 
cable, that it is both contageous and 
infectious, but no more contageous 
than measles and similar diseases. 
The eminent physician lays 
great 


stress on the necessity for the taking 
care of all garbage and other filth, 
and says that this is one of the most 
prolific forms of communicating the 
disease. Sprinkling the streets is also 
something that must be done, and he 
points out that where the physicians 
ordered $he,. sprlnJkUng. ,tq,,Lt>e 449iM»4n 
Los Angeles, the disease soon stapped 
spreading. Streets were springled in

during 
the 
epidemic 


which had never been sprinkled be- 
fore. 
The Wittenbrocks are German-Amer- 
ican farmers who have been for some 
time in the locality known as West 
Covina. Dr. Orbisou says that there 
will be no ned of closing the schools 
or hcurches n account f this case, but 
urges all families to take more than 
usual care in connection with the nat- 
ural filth of households.

Siege of Petersburg 


Many middle-aged men in Covina 


have heard their fathers tell about 
the wonderful panorama picture of the 
battle of Gettysburg that was shown 
just, after the war. It was considered 
one of the great triumphs of the age. 
It was simply a great canvas, changed 
rapidly to show paintings thrown on 
the screen in stereopticon. 


What would these men of the old 


war times have said if they could have 
seen such a picture as was shown last 
night at the Isis theater in Coviuu, 
when the siege of Petersburg was 
done by an actual army, a huge army, 
reproduced exactly, so far as all au- 
thentic history can show? It took an 
enormous crowd of moving picture ac- 
tors and an army of helpers to make 
this picture. 


The picture showed the period just 


before the fight at Appomatto.x court 
house, when Grant's blue litve was 
advancing on Petersburg. Kvery sol- 
dier in this picture is a replica of 
the army boys of the Great Struggle. 
It shows the collapse of the burning 
bridge, carrying down hundreds of sol- 
diers with it, and the climax is the 
explosion of the enormous "crater" 
mine beneath the Confederate butter- 
ies.

The Negro Out of His Sphere. 


There is a popular tradition that all negro singers are good sing- 


ers, but it isn't so. 
Twice within a year Covina has been fooled by 


negro troupes brought here by a local church, and once the singing 
>vas good, and well worth the money. 
Negro singers, when they 


sing negro songs, are tolerable and often tuneful and entertaining. 
Negro singers suffering from a little learning and desirous of exploit- 
ing their education through grand opera songs, make a pitiable fail- 
ure of entertainment. 


A quartet of negro singers- came to Covina last Friday night. 
The 


concert had been advertised in glowing terms by local church lead- 
ers, and the Woman's Club House was filled. 
The audience applaud- 


ed the numbers liberally, not because the concert was good, for it was 
bad. but because everyone had paid fifty cents to get in. and wished 
1o deceive themselves, at hast for the time being, into thinking that 
the money's worth was being given. 


There is nothing but commendation and approval to be oft'ered in 


the matter of the education of the negro. 
Every encouragement 


should be offered them. 
But negro singers nr°. not in any sense 


entertainers unless they stick closely to the old plantation songs, the 
camp-meeting melodies, and those grotesque, wild lunes of the ante- 
bellum negro, who retained a broad trace of savagery when he sang. 


These four negroes, who appeared last Friday night were bright- 


looking, clean specimens of negro manhood, and were, no doubt, the 
product of good schools and colleges. 
But they were here to enter- 


tain through singing, and to yell grand opera Avas merely to imitate 
Hie white man, and to imitate atrociously. 


The strange harmony of the negro songs of the oldest type is too 


beautiful to be superseded^ by badly-sung grand opera. 
The white 


man cannot sing these songs as the negro sings them. 
There is an 


unwritten harmony in negro songs that, lias always completely baffled 
the best singers among white men. 
Therefore, the negro, when sing- 


ing to us for entertainment, should'confine himself to his own forte. 
and we will applaud him with sincerely. 
In closing, let us again re- 


mind the people of the valley that after all we can entertain ourselves 
with our local talent to better advantage, than to be constantly pay- 
ing doubtful talent from elsewhere.

lander does not understand him, but j 
men and women who fought for exis- 
tence on the prairies, and built up the;

and intimate as a seat by the fireplace. I 
Riley is ill now. desperately so. He; 
has failed rapidly since he suffered a > 
paralytic shock some months aj;o. and , 
his hand is no longer able to hold the. 
pen. He will not dictate his thoughts' 
to another, for lie says that inspira-' 
tion will not come in this way.

James \Vhitcomb Riley was born at 


Oreenfieid, Indiana, in 1853. He be- 
came a sign painter, afterwards

fctrolling actor, and then an editorial i 
writer in the Indianapolis Journal. In' 
1S73 he began contributing poems to 
newspapers in the middle western dia- 
lect, and these poems have obtained, 
great popularity. Among his notable

Barking Up The 


Wrong Tree 


(By R. F. Buller). 


At the end of the war, in the spring 


of 1865, prices of all kinds of commo- 
dities were very high, and with the re- 
turn of the millions of soldiers to the 
ranks of producers, the inevitable re- 
sult followed that the prices soon de- 
clined materially, and constantly, and 
this caused money to become compara- 
tively scarce. Then the panic caused 
by the failure of the great banking 
house of Jay Cook & Co. occurred in 
1873. The national debt amounted to 
about three thousand million dollars, 
of which some five or six hundred 
millions was represented by green- 
backs used as a circulating medium, 
and the other twenty-five hundred mil- 
lions, more or less, was in the shape 
of interest-bearing bonds. There waa 
no specie in circulation except in Cali- 
fornia and some other places on the 
Pacific coast, and the greenbacks were 
below par and constantly fluctuating 
in value, which circumstance tended 
to make the prevailing hard times 
harder, for it is very difficult to do 
business at all extensively without a 
lixed standard of value. 


Simultaneously with all this, west- 


ern Kansas was being rapidly settled 
up with homesteaders, who were most- 
ly poor to begin with, and it so* hap- 
pened thai a series of dry- years and 
consequent short crops greatly intensi- 
fied their distress, and they felt the 
pressure of hard times more than any- 
body. 


In the meantime business all over 


the country was at a standstill, nearly 
all the railroads in the hands of re- 
ceivers, land unsalable, and nothing 
doing anywhere. 


The Republican party took the posi- 


tion that the way to restore prosperity 
was to abolish the fluctuating char- 
acter of the circulating medium by. re- 
suming specie payments, which they 
held would immediately bring about a 
revival of business. And in 1875 they 
enacted a law that on January 1, 1871), 
specie payments should be resumed. 
On the other hand, the Kansans, and 
many others, mostly Republican farm- 
ers, insisted upon it that the reason 
times were hard was because there 
was not "money enough in circulation 
to supply the wants of trade," and that 
the way to restore good times was to 
inflate the currency, and the way to 
A<3 that-was tojnajte th 
ing bonds 
payable 
m- non-interest 


bearing greenbacks and issue enough 
greenbacks to accomplish that object. 
That was the fundamental idea of the 
greenback party, and the Democrats 
adopted it for political purposes, think- 
ing that by fusing with the greemback- 
ers they might win the presidential 
election. So they denounced as ad- 
vantage the idea of 'paying the gov- 
ernment bonds with good money, de- 
clared in favor of repealing the re- 
sumption act, and paying the bonds in 
irredeemable currency.

"GLENGABLES"~A BLENDED ARCHITECTURE 


SUITED TO SEMI-TROPICAL COUNTRY 


A woman's artistic sense blended 


the old and the n&v at Glengables, on 
Rowland avenue, it is like being pres- 
ent at the stately introduction of an 
old Colonial beau to a Spanish padre 
to stand in the staircase hall of the 
home of Mrs. Mary Mclntosh Glennan 
and look upon the kindly austerity of 
Revolutionary days in furniture, with- 
in its setting of Old Mission architec- 
ture. Here is a costly mansion, built 
with care and discrimination. 


And, 
the house is hardly to be call- 


ed Old Mission in its type, either, but 
the home-builder has accepted 
that 


in the California Mission idea whioh 
is best suited to tropical surroundings, 
• and has added th.e -ripened and prov- 
en beauties of the eastern architect- 
xire, until here we have the American 
in the Southland, building without re- 
gard for any particular or prescribed 
but building a home that fits like a 
gem in its own casket. 
..f 


• The bouse is-not a massive one, al- 


though it stands high above the thou- 
sands of acres of oranges and lemons 
of the valley; not a house of great 
rooms, but there are no restricted 
areas in the interior, and every por- 
tion of it seems satisfactory at the 
first glance. 
From the outside the 


six gables are sharp in outline, a con- 
trast to the rather easier lines of 
most California houses of the class of 
pretentiousness. 
The walls are of 


stucco on metal laths, and over the 
cement has been laid the smooth, 
gleaming plaster that sets off splen- 
didly against.the green of the orange 
trees that come within a few feet of 
its dimensions. 


The house measures 56 by 68 feet, 


with two stories and large attic. The 
roof is perhaps Gothic; the parapet 
that runs around the second story is 
remindful 
of Southern Europe, and 


the pergolas, the patio and the en- 
trance are what we see in the Old 
Mission, while the interior of the low- 
er rooms is quite the same as it to 
be found in the Colonial mansions of 
America's country below the Mason 
and DSxon line. 
The outside cover- 


ing of the walls is laid in a white, 
water-proof preparation that will not 
discolor with rain. The building sets 
back about 300 feet from Rowland 
avenue, and is approached by a slight- 
ly-curved drive, under big umbrella 
trees and flanked by the orange'grove 
on either side. There are twenty 
acres of oranges in the ranch. 


The front door opens immediately 


on a common hall, with beamed ceil-, 
inged living, room and the dining hall 
on the right and left. The oak stair- 
way mounts by landings, with newel 
posts and railings of mahogany. 


The Mission effect is found in the 


entrance and the walls of the stair- 
way, where the wall-paper is laid in 
an imitation of the Spanish leather, 
with the brass-head tacks and strips 
that increase the effect. 
A really 


wonderful beauty has 
been 
accom- 


plished with the wall-paper in the 
lower living rooms, where it has been 
laid on to look like an exquisitely- 
wrought tapistry. The beauty of the 
architecture is heightened by the 
choice of furniture, which represents 
a life time of treasuring heirlooms in 
mahogany. All her furniture is ma- 
hogany, some of it the best that can 
be obtained in the modem, but a 
large portion of it taken from tbe 
days when Jefferson's ruffled sleeve 
lay above the banquet board, when 
Louis, the pleasure-loving king, made 
gay the French court, and when Sax- 
on knighthood was still in flower.

complete privacy.

baths the California solar heater links 
the past with the present, but the fur- 
niture brings one back again to the 
old Colonial. A mahogany four-poster 
with its canopy in the south room is 
of the date of the one that stands in 
state in the old General Hancock 
house in Lexington, Massachusetts, in 
which the irascible general was asleep 
on that memorable morn when the 
midnight rider kicked his boot-heel 
against the top of the door. 


Mrs. 
Glennan built her home large- 


ly from her own plans, but has evi- 
dently been glad to accept some of

mountains, the Sierra Madre range, 
and from the east and south windows 
is the sweep of the foothills, brown 
as a monk's garb in summer and green

Here and there in the house is a 


reminder of the pioneers, an old rose- 
wood chest such as John Paul Jones 
might have kept his -finery in, or the 
spinning wheel upon which Mrs. Glen- 
nan's 
grandmother 
fashioned 
the 


homespun in Northern York state: In 
the rear of the home is the garage, in 
the same style of architecture, and its 
upper rooms are fitted up for the fore- 
man of the orange grove, Harry R. 
Westhorpe, who, is one of the most 
efficient of men in tbe valley. 


Arthur H. Glennan is assistant sur- 


geon general of the Department of 
Public Health of the United States.
